The Indians--Their Prospects, 


The policy of the Government’ towards the 
Indians, from the beginning of the present cen- 


mind can contemplate without the deepest pain 
and mortification. In appearance, their rights 
have frequently been respected, but in fact, 
grossly outraged. The. process of extinguish- 
ing Indian titles has been carried on by fraud’ 
and intimidation. In 1791, the first treaty was 
negotiated at Holston with the Cherekees. It 
stipulated for perpetual peace and amity be- 
tween the parties, and by the 7th article, the 
United States solemnly guarantied “to the 
Cherokees all their lands not hereby ceded.” 
Reposing on the faith of the Government, 
the Indians ‘turned their attention to the arts 
of eivilized life, in which they soon began 
to make rapid progress. Eleven years after, the 
United States entered into a compact with the 
State of Georgia, whereby the latter ceded to 
the former certain tracts of country lying west 
of Chatahoochie; and the former ceded to the 
latter the land lying cast of said river, or the 
line of cession wherever it was, and west of the 
Indian boundary, or the boundary of her origi- 
nal jurisdiction, and engaged to extinguish the 
Indian title to it as‘early as the same could be 
obtained on reasonable terms. 

The General Government was then bound by 
two contradictory treaties—by that of Holston 
to proteet the Indians in their lands and titles, 


the Indians of their lands, and extinguish their 
titles, as early as could be done on reasonable 


negotiations as they were called, were -set on

and so well did they succeed, that by the year 
1824, 19,927,200 acres had been gently coerced 
from the Creeks and Cherokees for the use of 
Georgia! 

In. that year, the Indians announced their 
irrevocable purpose to cede ‘no morc of their 
lands. We all know the result. The faith of 
treaties was utterly disregarded, and they were 
driven beyond the Mississippi, into what is now 
called the Indian country, where the Govern- 
ment has, by means just as disreputable, con- 
gregated the great body of the Aborigines, 
once in the territory of the United States. 
What will be the fate of those hunted red 
men? The question, since the quasi-annexa- 


est. These poor savages by this act, instead of 
being on the outside of our territory, find them- 
selves again encircled and hemmed in by the 
whites. The country of the Cherokees; Creeks, 
Chickasaws, Seminoles, Osages and Choctaws, 


‘andRed River on the south, and is bounded by 

Texas on the west, and the State of Arkansas 

on the east.. They are lodged between the up- 

per and nether mill-stone—in the very heart of 
a large section of our territory, destined at no 
distant day, to be inhabited by whitesall around 
them. What then will become of them? What 
assurances have we that their rights will be 
respected? Asa distinct people, their presence 
will then be just as inconvenient, as it was in 
Georgia and Florida. The same demand will 
arise for their removal—for the extinction of 
their titles—and, will the Government be any 
more’scrupulousythan it was in the cases above 
referred to? The treaty of Holston was shame-| 
fully, utterly violated—can we expect, that un- 
der a ‘similar pressure of motive, the govern 

ment will be restrained by any existing treaty? 
“The ptospéct is a gloomy one. There is no 
hope for these unfortunate people, but in their 
gradual incorporation into our Union—their 
admission to its rights and immunities.

Wheat Crop in Ohie, 

The population of Ohio in 1840 was, 1,519;- 
467. The number of bushels of wheat traised 
in 1840 was, 16,571,661. The estimated popu- 
lation in 1844 was, 1,834,965. The number of 
bushels of wheat, as estimated by Mr. Ells- 
worth, in the samé year was, 15,969,000. 

In 1840,,the) grand aggregate of wheat ship- 
ped on the Ohio Canal was, 4,853,382 bushels; 
in 1844, 3,624,223 bushels. 

The population of Ohio increased from 1840 
to 1844, in round numbers, three hundred and 
fifteen thousand; the amount of wheat raised 
decreased in the same period, nearly one mil- 
lion of bushels. On the supposition that all 
the wheat shipped on the Ohio Canal was for 
the purpose of exportation (which is not the 
fact,) the amount of wheat exported on this 
great highway, decreased about twelve hundred 
and thirty thousand bushels. The amount

sand less! We should expect of course, that 
the price of wheat would be far higher in 1844, 
than in 1840. But what were the facts? Dur- 
ing the last.six months of the year the 
price of whéatat Cincimnati was a 
bushel, while.at the same’ piace, duting ‘the six 
months of the year 1844, ending July Ist, the 
price was but 60 cents, only two cents higher! 
In four years the consumption had increased 
20 per cent., while the price had risen only 33 
per cent.! We are aware of the contraction of 
our paper-circulation, and the increased rela- 
tive value of money—but this fact alone will 
not account for the phenomenon just noticed. 
The truth is, we are driven to the conclusion 
that the estimate of Mr. El!sworth of the quan- 
tity of wheat grown in Ohio in 1844, is entire- 
ly too low. The number of bushels raised in 
1844 must have been greater than in 1840, else 
owing to the greatly increased consumption, 
while exportation had diminished comparative- 
ly little, the price of wheat would be much 
higher than it is. 
American Seamen, 

The Eastern papers report a great scarcity of 
American seamen in our vessels of war and 
merchant service. The average majority of 
hands is composed of Englishinen, Swedes, 
Danes, &ec. It is stated that in the London 
packets, the proportion of native seamen is 
almost one fourth of the whole number. Mr. 
Read, from the Naval Committee in Congress, 
reported that out of 109,000 seamen sailing 
out of the United States, only 9,000 were Amer- 
icans; and out of 38,564 shipped from the port 
of New York, not more than 5,000 were born in 
this country. The Ohio ship of the line on 
her three years’ cruise, had but 182 Americans 
in a crew of 1000 men. 

This is easily explained. Europe is over- 
crowded with population, and multitudes are 
fain to follow the sea upon any terms. Pre- 
cisely the reverse is the case on this side of the 
Atlantic. The new lands of the West are 
continually attracting immigration from the 
seaboard, so that comparatively few are left to 
engage in seafaring life. The immigrants 
have fair prospects of becoming landholders, 
and many of them may expect togrow wealthy. 
The sailor can scarcely look forward to any 
thing more than a bare support, Besides—the 
habit of implicit submission required on ship 
board is more irksome to the-American who is 
trained from his youth to anything else than 
habits of subordination, than to the European 
whose first lesson is, submission to authority. 

In relation to the naval service, there is an 
additional reason for this scarcity of American 
seamen. It is essentially aristocratic. A poor 
fellow may be as good a seaman as ever handed 
sail; enterprising, daring, ambitious; he may 
grow gray in the service—but, there is little 
or no chance for his rising. Officers must be 
gentlemen. No wonder the Constitution was 
so long detained at the port of Philadelphia for 
want of fifty able-bodied seamen! 

Happily, this scarcity of native seamen is no 
great evil. The Dane or the Swede or the 
Dutchman makes his vessel his home and his 
country, and will cheerfully meet death in its 
defence. With American officers in command, 
and a fair proportion of Americans in the crew, 
our Navy will be just as efficient, as if manned 
by none but natives. 

Illinois, 

The House of Representatives of the IMinois 
Legislature, by a vote of 64 to 21, has passed a 
bill, making it a penitentiary offence for any 
person to advise, harbor, secrete or assist, 
any fugitive ‘slave, or to extend to him even 
charity. This is in perfect keeping with the 
character of a repudiatingState. AState that 
can dishonor itself by repudiating the obliga- 
tions of common ‘charity, of course will not 
hold itself bound by pecuniary obligations.— 
The next step on the part of this State should 
be, to pass a law requiring her citizens to catch 
and tie, neck and heels, every thing in the shape 
of a colored man—until such time as an owner 
may call for him. 

Death of Senator Bates, 

Senator Bates of Massachusetts, died at 
Washington, March 16th, after an illness of two 
weeks.

Sixty towns are now heard from in N..Hamp- 
shire, giving Colby 7,106, Steele 8,779, others

former, this exponent and advocate of Primi- 
tive Christianity, has for the most part, main- 
tained a death-like silence! 


Lately, with mugh interest, we noticed his 
announcement, of ‘to deliver his views 
upon the subject of American Slavery. We 


hoped—though in fear, so ingeniously.and effec- 
tually has slavery involved the best ‘minds of 
our nation in its Web—that at last he was about 
to define his position as one of total antagonism 
to a terrible system of human. oppression.— 
Three numbers have already appeared in his 
Millenia! Harbinger, but we confess our hopes 
are waning. The third number awakens the 
apprehension that, by some sort of hallucina- 
tion as we must regard it, this man, endowed 
with such capacities for good, is in danger of 
placing himself in virtual, if not active oppo- 
sition to the cause of Freedom and its Advo- 
cates. Far be it from us to charge him with 
low or sinister motives. No man, not utterly 
reprobate, can desire to oceupy such a position. 
Mr. Campbell sincerely aims at the welfare of 
his race; but has not a false philosophy misled 
a mind, too impulsive, too enthusiastic, too 
imaginative, always to be accurate or profound? 
Take, for example, the first two paragraphs in 
number three of his series of articles. 


“*What have I to do to judge them that are 
without,’ exclaimed an Apostle. ‘Them that 
are without God judgeth. We judge them 
that are within.’ Our remarks, then, on this 
subject, are not on the policy and justice of 
the municipal] laws and arrangements concern- 
ing the institution of slavery. The State is 
the world, not the Church. The Church can- 
not constitutionally undertake to reform the 
State. It may seek to convert the citizens; 
but can never assume, by any political expedi- 
ents, to reform the State. As American citi- 
zens, we may be Free Masons, Odd Fellows, 
Pro-Slavery men, or Abolitionists; but as Chris- 
tians, we cannot be any one of these. Con- 
gress has just as much power to abolish Slavery 
as the Christian church. Each individual State 
has made laws for itself. The United States 
have made laws for themselves, Jesus Christ 
has made laws for neither of them. Now in 
his church, at the beginning, there were mas- 
ters and slaves—sometimes Christiammasters 
possessing Christian slaves—sometimes Chris- 
tian ‘masters possessing Pagan slaves—and 
sometimes believing slaves owned by unbeliev- 
ing masters out of his church. Of each of 
these’ cases sainples have been adduced, and 
can be again adduced, clear and explicit as that 
‘the law came by Moses, and grace and truth 
by Jesus Christ.’ .Precepts are. addressed to 
each of these cases touching their relative du- 
ties. We, therefore, take the position—that, 
aS CHRISTIANS, WE CAN LAWFULLY, UND 
Curist, GO NO FARTHER THAN TO EXACT FROM 
CHRISTIAN MASTERS AND CHRISTIAN SERVANTS ALL 
THAT I8 COMPREHENDED IN THOSE PRECEPTS. We 
have no authority, as Christians, to go farther. 
We have no warrant to annihilate the relation; 
but we have warrant, and are under obligation

Such is the doctrine of Mr. Campbell. And 
why does he hold this doctrine? Not because 
it is reasonable, in accordance with natural in- 
stincts, with common sense, or natural morali- 
ty: but, simply because he believes that mas- 
ters and slaves were members of the primitive 
church—the relation was then ‘toletated—and 
precepts only were given to regulate it! Now, 
how does he know that masters and slaves ex- 
isted in the primitive church? We have no 
historical reeord or tradition testifying to the 
fact. What does he orany other man know of 
slavery in the church eighteen centures ago, 
except from obscure occasional allusions to it in 
the New Testament? Twice, and only twice, 
are precepts given to masters, containing prin- 
ciples however, utterly incompatible with the 
relation of slavery as above defined. Several 
times preceptsare given to servants, only once 
or twice, to servants of “believing masters.” 
What kind of masters were they? What kind 
of relation was that which subsisted between 
Christian masters and Christian servants? Does 
Mr. Campbell or any other Divine know any 
thing about it? “O, we all know what Roman 
Slavery was!” Yes, we know what that slavery 
was; it was graduated from absolute Despo- 
tism, toa condition in which the slave was 
transformed into a freedman with a certain 
kind of dependence on his master; and between 
these points, there were several grades. Did 
the Roman master and slave, between whom 
existed the relation of complete despotism on 
one part, and utter abandonment on the other, 
obtain no new views when converted? On en. 
tering the church, did this relation sustain no 
modification—no essential alteration? What! a 
Christian master continue to maintain towards 
his servant, a relation which made that ser- 
vant incapable of marriage, of maintaining 


family relations, of using his own earnings, of 


controlling by his own regenerated will, 
his own body? The thought is horrible.— 
So utterly revolting is it—so totally at variance 
with the principles and spirit of christianity, 
that we have aright todemand conclusive tes- 
timony of the alleged fact, before we beli¢ye it. 
Where does Mr. Campbell find this testiffiony? 
Among the rabbis, the fathers, in old musty 
traditions, or in the New Testament itself?— 
Thank God, it cannot be found. You may 
point to passages about obedience to masters, 
and fidelity in servants—bnt the heart pf every 
just and enlightened man cries out, that no 
christian master on entering the church, would 
continue to hold ‘his servants by a relation, 
which forbade marriage, and secured to him all 
their earnings! And if it be asserted that he 
did, where is the proof? And if you can prove 
that he did, you will only prove that such a 
man, no matter if baptized by Apollo, is no 
fitexample for a just man, loving his brother 
as himself. 

Ingenious men not unfrequently adupt the 
mode of stating propositions, in the main true 
in themselves, in such a style and collocation, 
as to suggest an inference, they do not care to 
assert. It seemsto us that Mr. Campbell has 
done this in the following extracts: _

If true, the primitive church had no right 
to exclude idolatry, for idolatry was an institu- 
tion of the State. And yet the first mission, 
the crowning glory of the primitive church, 
was its active, relentless, open warfare upon 
this State institution. 

If it be true, then the State might legalize 
adultery, and the church could not exclude the 
guilty. The State might license brotliels, as 
it does in some parts of the world, and chris- 
tians,as such, would be bound to respect the 
law. In fact, the State might commit any 
wrong, and the church would be bound to be 
consenting. 

No man in his senses can assent to the 
doctrine: but, if false, it is vain to argue 
that because slavery is a State institution, be- 
cause the relation is sustained by the laws, 
therefore the christian, as such, is bound to res- 
pect it, and the church is not authorized to ex- 
elude a person guilty.of it. 

In closing these remarks, we must again ex- 
press our deep regret.at the position taken by 
Mr. Campbell. What is there in slavery so 
blessed, that a sanctuary must be sought for it 
in the christian church? Does Mr. Campbell 
see any indications of its being abolished too 
speedily? Is there any thing in its late ag- 
gression upon the Uniem, by which it secured 
the prospective organization of five new slave 
States, thas demands the interposition of learn- 
ed and influential Divines in its favor? Are 
the American people in danger of exercising 
too much benevolence towards the slave, too 
little indulgence towards the master? Is Mr. 
Campbell concerned lest their regard for hu- 
man rights should becom@ too profound, their 
hatred of oppression <té6o intense? And one 
word more: would he have the citizen. more 
righteous than the christian? Would he have 
the Church cherish or tolerate a practice, and 
the State repudiate it as injuriousand accursed? 
What! Admit slavery to the communion. ta- 
ble, and brand it at the ballot-box? 

If such is not the fair interpretation of the 
remarks of Mr. Campbell above quoted, we 
cannot imagine what they do mean.

do this or that, there is no time for studying the art of 
Book-keeping, the duty must be done instanter; and 
avyhen afterwards called upon to render an account of 
} stewardship, he must be prepared to do it, without 
hesitation or doubting.
